Don't overreact to cyber threat: Police 


email If you receive an 
email stating a friend wants 
you dead, chances are it’s a 
scam, or you need better 
friends. 

Police are warning the 
public about a recent email 
that’s making its way 
around cyberspace with the 
subject line, “Someone you 
call your friend, wants you 
dead.” 

According to police, the 
email says someone known 
to the recipient has hired a 


hitman to harm them. 

The email tells the recipi¬ 
ent if they send $5,000 they 
will not be hurt. 

The email also goes on to 
say not to get police in¬ 
volved. 

Police have only received 
one complaint about the 
scam so far but Staff Sgt. 
Howard Kunce said it’s im¬ 
portant for the public to be 
aware. 

“We’ve only received one 
complaint at this point in 


time but we’re hoping that 
by informing the public we 
can raise awareness on this 
particular issue and we 
won’t receive any more 
complaints,” Kunce said. 

“In the interest of not 
overreacting, we prefer to 
get this information out 
and make people aware 
that if you receive some¬ 
thing like this, please don’t 
participate or interact.”

What kind of allegation or 
RCMP scrutiny will get a 
Conservative booted from 
caucus? 

According to Prime Minis¬ 
ter Stephen Harper, allega¬ 
tions of a civil or “private” 
nature don’t cross the line, 
and that’s why Alberta MP 
Devinder Shory is still sit¬ 
ting with his Toiy col¬ 
leagues. 

Shoiy is one of dozens of 
people named in a Calgaiy 
lawsuit alleging a $70-mil- 
lion mortgage fraud — one 
of the largest in Canadian 
histoiy — against the Bank 
of Montreal. 

“This is a civil action, it’s 
not a criminal matter, it’s a 
private matter,” Harper told 
reporters Thursday during a 
trip to the Netherlands. 

“Its origin is before he be¬ 
came a member of Parlia¬ 
ment and it’s before the 
court, so I’m not going to 
comment.” 

Harper was asked to com¬ 
pare the cases of Shory and 
former junior cabinet min¬ 
ister Helena Guergis. 

The prime minister re¬ 
moved Guergis from caucus 
after a private investigator 
came to the party with alle¬ 
gations ranging from po¬ 
tential tax evasion to com¬ 
promising photographs. 

The Guergis matter also 
features some aggravating 
circumstances, although 
Harper has never specifical¬ 
ly mentioned them. Her 
husband, former Toiy MP 
Rahim Jaffer, is facing alle¬ 
gations of illegal lobbying. 
And Guergis embarrassed 
the party in February when

she threw a tantrum at 
Charlottetown airport. 

This week, she learned 
she would not be the Con¬ 
servative candidate in her 
riding during the next elec¬ 
tion. 

But opposition leaders 
were having trouble seeing 
the distinction between the 
Guergis and Shory cases. In 
both, the RCMP are examin¬ 
ing whether they should 
launch a full criminal inves¬ 
tigation. Like Shory, Guergis 
has yet to be charged with 
any crime and insists she’s 
done nothing wrong. 

“There are some very seri¬ 
ous allegations from a very 
credible third party, and we 
have to believe the Bank of 
Montreal is a more credible 
third party than a private 
investigator,” Layton said in 
the House of Commons. 

“What is the difference 
between him and member 
for Simcoe-Grey? Why did 
the government not call in 
the RCMP? Why is the 
member still sitting in the 
Conservative caucus?”

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Babysitter who 
saved boys from 
fire facing suit 


emergency A teenage 
babysitter once called a 
hero for saving two young 
boys is caught in the mid¬ 
dle of what seems to be a 
liability battle between in¬ 
surance companies. 

“You know, you did 
everything right and this is 
what you get for doing 
everything right,” said Ray 
Braybrook, father of 14- 
year-old Aaliyah, who 
pulled the boys from a 
house fire and now faces a 
lawsuit over it. 

On July 12, 2007, the 
Millses hired her to look af¬ 
ter five-year-old Damien 
and his three-year-old 
brother. According to court 
documents, Damien found 
a lighter, began playing 
with it and set the family 
home on fire. 

Aaliyah, then 12, had the 
presence of mind to pull 
the boys to safety and call 
the fire department. But 
the fire destroyed the adja¬ 
cent home of Ken and Di¬ 
ane Mills, the boys’ grand¬ 
parents. Last July, a lawsuit 
alleging negligence was 
filed in their name against 
their children. 

The statement of claim 
says Doug Mills shouldn’t 
have left a lighter where 
Damien could get it and 
shouldn’t have hired such 
a young girl to look after 
his children. On April 15, 
Aaliyah’s name was added 
to the lawsuit. She is 
accused of not watching 
Damien closely enough 
and failing to call firefight¬ 
ers quickly enough.

Images of a buzzing shop¬ 
ping and entertainment 
centre, and interested Ed¬ 
montonians filled the lob¬ 
by of the Art Gallery of Al¬ 
berta during an open 
house to learn about the 
proposed Edmonton Are¬ 
na District Thursday. 

Televisions and artist ren¬ 
derings displayed the area 
located between 101 Street 
and 104 Street where the 
proposed Arena would be 
built, and members of the 
Katz Group were on hand 
to field questions and com¬ 
ments. 

“Today we have been 
able to share four new im¬ 
ages, which capture our 
current vision for what this 
project can be, and I think 
that’s helpful,” said Bob 
Black, executive vice-presi¬ 
dent for sports and enter¬ 
tainment for the Katz 
Group. 

“I think it is also helpful 
for us to have the opportu¬ 
nity to engage the public in 
a more wholesome discus¬ 
sion about issues such as 


parking and traffic.” 

The Katz Group hopes to 
have a new arena available 
for the drop of the puck in 
September of 2014. 

Images of a vibrant enter¬ 
tainment district including 
live music venues, restau¬ 
rants, lounges, cafes, retail 
locations, hotels, a casino, 
and residential towers cer¬ 
tainly impressed many of 
the people who stopped by 
to view the proposal. 

“Especially if you have 


been in Edmonton for a 
long time, you would have 
grown up with Rexall 
which was the Coliseum 
and then Skyreach,” said 
Kevin Der, who stopped by 
the open house. 

“And now you would 
have a brand new facility 
with brand new amenities. 
I think it really would paint 
a fresh face on the whole 
city, because it kind of be¬ 
comes a new centrepiece 
for the city.” 


There was also some 
mixed feedback about the 
possible arena, and many 
people reported being giv¬ 
en flyers, urging them to 
contact their MLA and say 
no to the proposal, by 
someone unhappy with the 
plans. 

“I think that nothing but 
good things can come of 
this for the downtown 
area,” said Margaret Smith, 
who came to check out the 
proposed new arena. 


“As long as they don’t 
take away from some of the 
inner city things that are 
going on there right now, 
because I know that there 
is the Boyle McCauley 
(Health) Centre is really 
nearby, and there is a soup 
kitchen right across the 
street, so I’m not sure how 
they are going to deal with 
that population, or if that is 
going to be a desirable pop¬ 
ulation that they would 
want there.”

Trying to get a teenager 
to stop eating for any 
amount of time is almost 
impossible, unless that 
teenager is a student at 
M.E. LaZerte High School. 

Then it’s just another 
one of the school’s many 
fundraisers. 

Almost 75 LaZerte stu¬ 
dents took part in a 30 
Hour Famine last week to 
raise awareness of poverty 
and malnutrition in com¬ 


munities around the 
world. 

Through the school’s 
most recent fundraising 
campaign, students raised 
almost $6,000, which will 
be donated to World Vi¬ 
sion. 

“The students are amaz¬ 
ing,” said Shelley Kofluk, 
the teacher organizer of 
the famine. “They just 
raised $25,000 for cancer, 
and a week later they raise 
$6,000. It’s definitely 
where their interests lie 
and what they’re passion¬ 
ate about.” 


The 30 Hour Famine hit 
home especially hard for 
Grade 12 student Semobia 
Gova. Her family comes 
from a small village in 
Africa and experienced 
hunger first hand. 

“I wanted to do this be¬ 
cause it was so personal to 
me,” Gova said. 

“I was so fortunate that 
my parents were able to 
immigrate to Canada. This 
gave me a chance to un¬ 
derstand more about 
where my parents came 
from and what they went 
through.” 


Man pleads guilty in bus driver assault 


courts A man who 
stomped on an Edmonton 
bus driver’s face 14 times 
during a savage beating 
has pleaded guilty to ag¬ 
gravated assault. 

Gary Edwin Mattson has 
also admitted he assaulted 
a peace officer in connec¬ 
tion with the beating last 
December. 

Court heard Thursday 


that Mattson, who is 25, 
got into an argument with 
driver Tom Bregg over the 
$2.50 fare. 

Mattson hit Bregg sever¬ 
al times while he was still 
in the driver’s seat, and 
then dragged him off the 
bus and kicked him in the 
face when he became 
wedged between the bus 
and the curb. 


The Crown says surveil¬ 
lance video from the bus 
shows Mattson repeatedly 
stomping on Bregg after he 
was already unconscious. 

Bregg, who was in hospi¬ 
tal for more than eight 
weeks and lost vision in 
one eye, showed up for 
Mattson’s court appear¬ 
ance and said he is doing

PMs hail our wartime heroes 


Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper and the Dutch PM 
paid a moving tribute 
on Thursday to the 
Canadian liberators of 
Holland. 

Dutch PM Jan Pieter 
Ballcenende summoned 
the memory of a 17-year- 
old private from Vancou¬ 
ver who gave his life in 


1944 during the battle that 
opened the port of 
Antwerp and the path to 
allied victory. 

The Dutch leader said 
the almost 1,000 Canadi¬ 
ans buried at a military 
cemetery near the Dutch- 
Belgium border died in the 
“grimmest, fiercest, most 
savage battle fought by the 


Canadian army in the Sec¬ 
ond World War.” 

Harper picked up on 
that theme in one of the 
most eloquent speeches of 
his prime ministership. 

Standing in a war ceme¬ 
tery that holds 968 Canadi¬ 
ans, he addressed about 
two dozen Canadian veter¬ 
ans. 


“When the living come 
to salute the dead, our 
words speak loudest to 
those whose lives still lay 
ahead,” Harper said. 

“In this age-old act of re¬ 
membrance, we gather not 
to call out a requiem, for 
those for whom we speak 
are not here.”

Top police back 
the gun registry 


crime Three top police 
groups came together 
Thursday to defend the 
long-gun registry. 

The Canadian Associa¬ 
tion of Chiefs of Police, the 
Canadian Police Associa¬ 
tion and the Canadian As¬ 
sociation of Police Boards 
came out against a private 
member’s bill that aims to 
scrap the registry. 

The heads of all three 
groups said perceptions of 
the registry are rife with 
misconceptions. They said 
it’s not the billion-dollar 
boondoggle it has been 
made out to be. 

It’s now under RCMP con¬ 
trol, it’s well run and 
it costs taxpayers 
just $4 million 
per year, they 
said, adding po¬ 
lice used it 3.8 
million times last 
year. They said it 
saves lives. 

Toronto Police Chief 
William Blair said police 
leaders “coast-to-coast” 
support the registry. 


“I would not suggest to 
you that that support is 
unanimous ... But every 
other police leader ... has 
recognized its importance 
to public safety.” 

Charles Momy, repre¬ 
senting officers, said: “If 
the registry can prevent 
one person ... from either 
committing suicide, from 
being injured or killed, or 
that a crime is solved as a 
result of information ob¬ 
tained by the registry, isn’t 
that worth it?” 

Manitoba Conservative 
MP Candice Hoeppner 
tabled the bill.

Markets tumble 


Investors fear Greek crisis could spread 


World stocks plunged 
Thursday as fears Greece’s 
debt crisis will spread to 
other European countries 
and undermine the global 
recovery continued to rat¬ 
tle markets. 

Investors are questioning 
whether a $142 billion aid 
package for Greece will be 
adequate to keep debt prob¬ 
lems from engulfing other 
European nations with 
weak government finances. 

The death of three people 
Wednesday in an Athens 
bank during a 100,000- 
strong protest against gov¬ 
ernment austerity meas¬ 
ures has further shaken 
confidence in the markets. 

In early trading in Eu¬ 
rope, the FTSE 100 index 
of leading British shares 
was down 0.5 per cent 
while France’s CAC-40 


Greece passes austerity bill 

Greek legislators approved a crucial austerity bill Thursday 
needed to tap $140 billion in bailout loans from the other 15 
eurozone countries and the International Monetary Fund — 
money needed to avoid a debt default. The bill passed with 
172 votes in favour and 121 against. 


dropped one per cent and 
Germany’s DAX slipped 0.4 
per cent. Stock futures 
pointed to modest losses 
Thursday on Wall 
Street. 

Analysts said

election British Prime Min¬ 
ister Gordon Brown indicat¬ 
ed Friday he might try to 
form a coalition govern¬ 
ment, seeking to keep his 
Labour Party in power fol¬ 
lowing an election in which 
the opposition Conserva¬ 
tives were projected to win 
the most seats but not gain 
a majority in Parliament. 

But Conservative leader 
David Cameron — whose 
party was projected to 
snatch over 90 seats from 
Labour and produce its 
best showing in 80 years — 
insisted that voters in 
Britain’s national election 
Thursday did not want 
Labour to remain at the 
helm of the government. 

“I believe it is already 
clear that the Labour gov¬ 
ernment has lost its man¬ 
date to govern our country,” 
Cameron said Friday in Wit¬ 
ney, west of London. “Our 
country wants change. That 


change is going to require 
new leadership.” 

The exit polls reflected 
deep uncertainty over who 
will form the next govern¬ 
ment, prompting the coun¬ 
try's top three parties — 
the Conservatives, Labour 
and the Liberal Democrats 
— to immediately began 
jockeying to form alliances. 

An analysis by Britain’s 


main television stations 
suggested the Conservatives 
will win 305 of the 650 
House of Commons seats, 
short of the 326 seats need¬ 
ed for a majority. Labour 
was seen winning 255 seats 
and the Liberal Democrats 
61, far less than had been 
expected after their support 
surged during the cam¬ 
paign.

Tornado kills dozens 



Two women who lost relatives in a tornado that swept through 
the village cry by the remains of destroyed houses Thursday at 
Libai Village of Shaping Town in southwest China’s Chongqing 
Municipality. 


A tornado and strong 
winds swept through 
southwestern China early 
Thursday, killing at least 
29 people and injuring 
nearly 200, the Ministry of 
Civil Affairs said. 

More than 70,000 people 
were relocated after tor¬ 
rential wind, rain and hail 
lashed the city of 
Chongqing overnight, the 
ministry said on its web¬ 
site. One person remains 
missing and 190 have been 
hurt, it said. 

Thousands of buildings 
have been damaged in the 
hardest hit counties of 
Liangping and Dianjiang, 
disaster relief officials said, 
according to the official 
Xinhua News Agency. 

In Dianjiang, storms de¬ 
stroyed 980 residential 
buildings and damaged 
over 10,000. The damage 
was estimated at more than 
120 million yuan ($17.6 mil¬ 
lion US), a county govern¬ 
ment spokesman said. Xin¬ 
hua said the tornado struck 


the area around 2 a.m. 
Thursday. Winds reached 
up to 112 km/h, while 
heavy rains pounded the 
area over a 24-hour period. 

The Chongqing munici¬ 
pal civil affairs bureau has 
sent 300 tents, 1,000 quilts 


and emergency lights to 
the affected regions. In ad¬ 
dition, municipal health 
authorities have dis¬ 
patched two teams of med¬ 
ical workers to storm-hit 
areas.

Border crossing deadly for many 


deaths The number of peo¬ 
ple who died trying to 
cross the U.S.-Mexico bor¬ 
der illegally last year rose 
to 417, the first increase in 
four years, despite declines 
in apprehensions, accord¬ 
ing to an advocacy group. 

The number of deaths 
hit a peak of 492 in 2005, 
but had fallen every year 
since then to a low of 390 
in 2008, the National Foun¬ 


dation for American Policy 
said Thursday, citing U.S. 
Border Patrol statistics. 

Meanwhile, apprehen¬ 
sions of illegal immigrants 
trying to cross the south¬ 
ern border fell to 538,000 
last year, down from 
705,022 the previous year. 

Apprehensions peaked 
at 1.17 million in 2005, ac¬ 
cording to the foundation, 
which supports increasing 


visas for people to legally 
come to the U.S. A lack of 
U.S. jobs and tighter en¬ 
forcement are thought to 
be reasons for the steady 
drops in apprehensions. 

Last October, the Border 
Patrol had reported 378 
deaths for 11 months of fis¬ 
cal year 2009 and warned 
the final number for the 
full year probably would in¬ 
crease.

Weakened 
El Nino could 
mean trouble 

storms The weather-alter¬ 
ing El Nino condition in 
the Pacific Ocean seems to 
be easing and could be 
over by June, U.S. govern¬ 
ment climate experts 
reported Thursday. 

If conditions do revert to 
neutral, it could 
complicate forecasting 
this summer’s hurricanes, 
since El Nino years tend to 
have fewer storms than 
normal in the Atlantic and 
Gulf of Mexico. 

Last month, forecasters 
Philip J. Klotzbach and 
William M. Gray of 
Colorado State University 
said they foresee above-av¬ 
erage storm activity for the 
Atlantic hurricane season 
due to a warming of tropi¬ 
cal Atlantic “and a more 
confident view that the cur¬ 
rent El Nino will weaken.” 

The government’s hurri¬ 
cane forecast for this sum¬ 
mer is due out later this 
month.

Topping Calgary is all that matters 



S o, what’s the best 
Canadian city in 
which to live? If you 
said that rhinestone 
in a diamond set¬ 
ting, Vancouver, you would 
be dead wrong. You would 
also be wrong if you chose 


that self-appointed centre 
of the universe, Toronto. 

According to a recent ar¬ 
ticle in MoneySense maga¬ 
zine, the best city to live in 
Canada is — wait for it, 
wait for it — 
Ottawa/Gatineau. I don’t 
know about you, but that 
came as a complete and ut¬ 
ter surprise. But how you 
decide which city is better 
than another depends on 
the criteria you use. Mon¬ 
eySense used climate, pros¬ 
perity, access to health 
care, home affordability, 
crime rates and lifestyle. 


Such things as mountains, 
beaches and sunsets 
weren’t factored in. No ar¬ 
gument from me there. It’s 
hard to live in a view. 

So where does Edmon¬ 
ton rank on the list? Not 
surprisingly it isn’t first. 
It’s No. 16. That puts us be¬ 
hind such cities as London, 
Ont., Moncton, N.B., and 
horror of horrors, Win¬ 
nipeg. Why, oh why, is this 
so? Let’s look at how Ed¬ 
monton was rated. 

According to Money- 
Sense’s research, Edmon¬ 
ton gets low marks be¬ 


cause of its climate. We 
have almost 179 days of be¬ 
low 0 C each year com¬ 
pared to Ottawa/Gatineau’s 
163. Apparently, the fact 
that we are blessed with a 
“dry cold” doesn’t matter. 

Affordability of housing 
is one of our strengths. 
The average house price in 
Ottawa/Gatineau is about 
$288,000 as opposed to 
$319,000 in Edmonton. It 
takes an average of about 
3.23 years to buy a house 
in Edmonton and an aver¬ 
age of 3.16 years in Ot¬ 
tawa/Gatineau. However, 


we pale by comparison 
with Vancouver where ac¬ 
cording to MoneySense, 
the average house price is 
$762,000. That’s about 10 
times the average house¬ 
hold income. 

But let’s get to what we 
all want to know. How did 
we compare to Calgaiy? 
Well, pretty good actually. 
Calgary ranked 27th. Giv¬ 
en that Calgaiy sees itself 
as the centre of the Alberta 
universe how can that be? 
Apparently, Calgary has 
more days of below 0 C 
than we do. And it should 


come as no surprise that 
we outrank it by quite a 
margin when it comes to 
cultural activities. 

I am sure none of this 
bothers Calgarians in the 
least. The average house¬ 
hold income in Calgaiy is 
$122,459 versus $98,857 in 
Edmonton. Counting their 
money should distract 
them from the fact that 
they placed 16 points be¬ 
hind Lethbridge.

Despite the weather, sum¬ 
mer vacation is mere 
months away. 

And with summer vaca¬ 
tion? Summer camps, natu¬ 
rally. But with so many 
camps in the city of Edmon¬ 
ton, a few often get over¬ 
looked, such as horseback 
riding camps. 

One of these camps in¬ 
cludes the Horse Riders River 
Valley Day Camp at White- 
mud Equine Centre on 
12505 Keillor Road North¬ 
west, just off Fox Drive. 

These day camps have 
been taking place for about 
six years in association with 
the City of Edmonton and fo¬ 
cus on riding fundamentals 
as well as grooming. 

Diane David, administra¬ 
tor at the Centre, explained 
over the years, the day 
camps have grown and 
flourished. 

“We get a lot of repeat rid¬ 
ers, those who have been 
with us for more than one 
summer,” she said. “We are 
also seeing more ethnic di¬ 
versity, which is great. And 


we are seeing more young 
teenagers coming into the 
camps.” 

She also explained the 
camps, including the horses, 
are extremely friendly to be¬ 
ginners, which makes the 
River Valley Day Camp a 
great choice for youngsters. 

The camps are for ages 
eight to 15 and cost $360, 


which includes a horse-rid¬ 
ing helmet. Another great 
beginner camp is the Ca¬ 
dence Creek Equine Centre, 
located just 15 minutes east 
of Edmonton, near 
Ardrossan. 

Offering both day and 
overnight camps, parents 
have the choice of having 
their kids spend the entire 


week at Cadence Creek. 

Rob Davy, owner of the 
camp, said that the program 
is targeted towards young 
beginners, rather then com¬ 
petitive riding. 

“We are not trying to turn 
them into Olympic show 
jumpers in a week, because 
that is not realistic,” Davy 
said. 

Davy added campers are 
split into groups based on 
their experience, with about 
half of the kids having none. 
Like the Horse Riders River 
Valley Day Camp, Cadence 
Creek also focuses on the ba¬ 
sics of horseback riding, 
grooming and bam upkeep. 

Day camps for the week 
cost $350, with snacks pro¬ 
vided. The residential 
overnight camps cost $800, 
with all meals provided. 

Campers are required to 
bring their own appropriate 
footwear and horseback rid¬ 
ing helmet.

God Save Johnny Rotten

From the Sex Pistols* first 
appearance on television 
nearly 35 years ago, John¬ 
ny Rotten has built a stur¬ 
dy reputation as a difficult 
interview subject. 

And although a question 
about an erstwhile band- 
mate in his recently reunit¬ 
ed Public Image Ltd., re¬ 
sulted in him telling this 
reporter to “f— off” about 
10 minutes into the con¬ 
versation, he didn’t hang 
up the phone. 

Instead, the man who 
was born John Lydon spent 
the next 20 minutes talk¬ 
ing somewhat enthusiasti¬ 
cally about re-forming the 
band he began after the 
implosion of the Pistols, 
and opining on all things 
from beauty products to 
Vampire Weekend. 

After publishing a vol¬ 
ume of his memoirs in the 
mid ’90s that dealt with 
his time in the Pistols, the 
singer promised he was 
working on addressing the 
Public Image years, but 
right now the guy who 
once snarled about “no /gKl 
future” sounds like /</:?;'/ 
he’s actually looking 
forward to a happy 
one. 

“I’ve had to put 
it on the back 
burner because 
of this work,” he ! fij:!'::{/& 
says of the }jijff;$l 
book. “I’m in 
no mad dog 
rush to finish 
it, because 
PiL is by far, \ 
far and 
away, an un¬ 
completed 
project.” 

He says 
putting 
togeth¬ 
er a concise 
setlist has 
been one of the 
challenges. 


“I came out of the starting gates firing on 
all cylinders, and I never looked back, so 
my songwriting proficiency has never

been really lacking.” 

“Seriously, we’re really 
having problems trying to 
cut the set down to just 
two hours, because there’s 
so much there,” he says.

New Pornographers come 
Together for new album 

Vancouverite and now New

“There are no more inter¬ 
esting rock and roll bands/’ 
writes American novelist 
Rick Moody in The New 
Pornographers artist bio. 
“(The New Pornographers) 
are also unable, it seems, 
to resist the challenge to 
make a perfect album, a 
form so dead.” 

If there’s any controver¬ 
sial comment to make in a 
bio, it’s probably to say 
there’s nothing good hap¬ 
pening in pop music any¬ 
more. Carl Newman, The 
New Pornographers’ singer, 
clarifies the author’s state¬ 
ment. “He didn’t mean it in 
an insulting way,” says ex- 


York-based artist. “He was 
saying it’s a noble gesture, 
trying to work in a format 
so many people think is 
dead.” 

It’s true, Pomographers- 
lilce power pop — which 
draws from the Beach Boys, 
The Kinks and Big Star, 
among other punchy, har¬ 
mony-laden rock bands — 
isn’t the rage these days, 
but it’s far from obsolete. 
Newman knows that, but 
he says classic pop has gone 
underground. “If Pet 
Sounds came out today it 
would be this weird alter¬ 
native record,” he says. 

If anything The New 
Pornographers’ music has 
kept the genre top of mind 
for many music fans. The

band isn’t pushing power 
pop into the mainstream — 
“I’ve had an underground 
career,” he says — but with 
thousands of records sold 
worldwide, and veteran 
acts like Animal Collective 
and new bands such as Li¬ 
brary Voices playing more 
pop-focused music they’ve 
had an influence. 

The band actually took a 
step back from their pol¬ 
ished distorted tunes on 
their last disc, Challengers, 


in favour of softer, melodic 
sounds. Their new record, 
Together, combines that 
subdued band — which al¬ 
so features Nelco Case and 
Destroyer’s Dan Bejar — 
with their louder selves. 

“ft exemplifies my con¬ 
trary nature,” says New¬ 
man, explaining how a 
song like Crash Years, a 
bubbly Case track winds up 
on the same album as the 
quiet, lo-fi piano song 
Valkyrie in the Roller Disco. 


Newman admits that the 
disc is a bit of history lesson 
into the New Pornogra¬ 
phers music, “ft does take a 
lot of different things we’ve 
done,” he says, adding that 
the only difference be¬ 
tween how he wrote this 
disc and the previous ones 
was that Together was 
based around riffs he had in 
his mind. “More than the 
other albums, this was built 
around some kind of guitar 
or cello line that runs 


through a verse.” 

The band will tour be¬ 
hind Together for a while, 
but once that’s over, in the 
past, Newman has released 
solo albums. He says it’s un¬ 
likely he’ll write another 
AC Newman disc for a 
while. “I want to do some¬ 
thing different. Something 
that doesn’t sound any¬ 
thing like my solo stuff or 
the New Pornographers,” 
he says. “Or maybe I’m just 
talking out of my ass.” 


Culture, romance flavour new album from Gogol Bordello

Gogol Bordello’s music 
covers a lot of ground, 
but, until recently, Brazil¬ 
ian sounds weren’t part 
of their act. That changed 
though when Eugene 
Hiitz, singer of the New 
York-based klezmer punk 
band moved to Rio de 
Janeiro. “I followed a 
girl,” he says sheepishly, 
explaining why he moved 
to South America. 

With more than six mil¬ 
lion people in Rio, the city 
is a far cry from Boyarlca, 
Ukraine, where he was 
born, but somehow the 
mustachioed singer and 


actor fit right in. “I’ve al¬ 
ways had friends there,” 
he says in a thick Ukrain¬ 
ian accent. “And they 
think I’m an Argentinean 
hippie, so I’m not much of 
a target.” 

While Gogol Bordello 
hasn’t turned into a Bossa 
Nova band, Hiitz couldn’t 
help but incorporate some 
sounds from his new 
home on his fourth disc, 
Trans-Continental Hustle. 

“My good friend Manu 
Chao” — another cross- 
cultural musician who’s 
hugely popular in Latin 
America — “and I trav¬ 
elled around Brazil and 
met all these musicians I 
used to listen to,” he re¬ 
veals. “I’d perform with 


them spontaneously and it 
turned out they we just as 
aware of Gogol Bordello as 
I was of their music. 


“Suddenly I was at Car¬ 
nival making mash-ups 
and guest appearances 
and it led me to the idea of 


recording this Brazilian al¬ 
bum.” 

While the record defi¬ 
nitely has some Brazilian 
moments — Sun is on My 
Side borrows its acoustic 
finger picking from leg¬ 
endary guitarist Joao 
Gilberto — it’s a stretch 
to call this a Brazilian al¬ 
bum. The disc mostly fol¬ 
lows the same trajectory 
as their previous records 
— loud, klezmer punk 
tunes led by Hutz’s fran¬ 
tic deliver and humerous 
lyrics. 

While it’s not as strong 
as 2007’s Super Taranta! 
it’s still a lot of fun; open¬ 
er Pala Tute’s infectious 
gypsy dance beat and the 
singer’s grizzled pipes 


singing “girls they like the 
kissing as much as we do,” 
is hard not to enjoy. 

In the past Hiitz has 
sang about the immigrant 
experience — coming 
from another country to 
North America and some 
of the challenges that fol¬ 
lowed — but this album 
tackles a more traditional 
musical theme: love. Be¬ 
sides being in love with 
the girl he chased to 
Brazil, Rick Rubin, the al¬ 
bum’s producer, wanted 
the band to focus more on 
their sensitive side. 

“He asked us why we 
were neglecting our love 
songs,” says Hiitz. “He said 
they were actually some of 
our strongest material.”

Brown appeared in a Los 
Angeles courtroom Thurs¬ 
day morning to offer a 
judge an update on his 
community service and 


domestic violence coun¬ 
selling. Lawyer Mark Gera- 
gos says Brown is expected 
to complete his coun¬ 
selling in October. 

He’s completed roughly 
20 per cent of the commu¬ 
nity labour work he’s re¬ 
quired to perform. 

Brown was sentenced 
last year to five years of

Lost fans know how the 
Man in Black feels. Just as 
this Lost character has 
interminably been impris¬ 
oned on the Island, they 
have been trapped on Tues¬ 
day nights. 

Most were excited at the 
beginning of the season — 
juiced by the high of a stel¬ 
lar fifth season. But beyond 
a few high points this year, 
the series seems to reach 
new lows as it trudges to¬ 
ward what has to be an un¬ 
believably amazing finale 
to justify the drawn-out 
tease this season has been. 

Just what has gone wrong 
this season? Here’s an A-to- 
Z guide to Lost’s troubles 
this year. 

is for Aphasia: Mak¬ 
ing Sun lose the 
ability to speak Eng¬ 
lish after she ran into a tree 
is likely one of the lowest 
plot developments in this 
or any other season. What 
was the point? The only re¬ 
sult was the two lines that 
best illustrate how off the 
writing has been. Right af¬ 
ter it happens, Miles says: 
“She hits her head and for¬ 
gets English? We’re sup¬ 
posed to buy that?” 

is for Battlestar 
Galactica: With four 
episodes left, Lost 
has a chance to pull its fat 
from the fire. But it looks 
like it’s following BSG’s fi¬ 
nal trajectory where, in 
moving from ambiguity to 
clarity, it collapsed under 
the weight of its mythology. 
The result was a terrible fi¬ 
nale with what felt like a 
tacked-on happy ending 
and a literal hand-of-God 
moment that effectively de¬ 
valued the show’s best 
theme. 

is for Continuity: 
This season has felt 
like it’s moved slow¬ 
ly and, really, it’s as if the 
creators are just filling plot 
holes in the leaky narrative.

tually shot the man in the 
well?

E is for Endings: Ad¬ 
mittedly, endings 
are hard. Lost will 
be lauded in television his¬ 
tory for committing to a fi¬ 
nale three years before the 
actual ending, which would 
make you assume that this 
year has been planned out 
well in advance. But really, 
this year’s odd, slow pace 
feels like helium leaking 
out of a balloon as opposed 
to a big bang. 

H is for Faith vs. Free 
will: These are some 
of the show’s endur¬ 
ing themes. We all get that 
Jack is now the man with 
faith in the Island. But why?

Sex and the City 2 isn’t hit¬ 
ting theatres until the end 
of the month, but for Car¬ 
rie Bradshaw fans, the re¬ 
lease of The Carrie Diaries 
— author Candace 
Bushnell’s teen prequel to 
her original 1997 novel 
Sex and the City — should 
serve as a good fix. 

It’s Carrie’s coming-of- 
age story and takes read¬ 
ers back to 1979 and her 
life as a high school senior 
in small-town Connecti¬ 
cut. 

“I tried to capture the 
emotional realities of be¬ 
ing 17,” says Bushnell, 51, 
over the phone from New 
York, where she is kicking 
off a whirlwind book 
North America tour to 
launch this, her sixth nov¬ 
el. “I had an especially 
great time writing The 
Carrie Diaries because I 
love the character Carrie.” 


Not only does Diaries fo¬ 
cus on Carrie’s first love, 
but it also touches on her 
evolving sense of fashion 
and her dreams of one day 
becoming a writer. 

Like her character Car¬ 
rie, Bushnell grew up 
dreaming of being a writer 
and living in Manhattan. 
“It was something that I 
dreamed of doing since I 
was a little kid,” she says. 
“And, like Carrie, when I 
was in high school, I knew 
what I wanted to do, but I 
had no idea how to get 
there.” 

Similarly to Carrie, 
Bushnell moved to the Big 
Apple at 18, and became a 
columnist while strug¬ 
gling to pay the bills. As 
her 20s rolled into her 30s, 
Bushnell also became (like 
Carrie) a bona fide New 
York celebrity, dating a 
bevy of wealthy bachelors 
(including publishing gi¬ 
ant Ronald A. Galotti who 
is rumoured to be the in¬ 
spiration for Mr. Big).

Aside from her career¬ 
defining Sex and the City, 
Bushnell has penned sev¬ 
eral other smash-hit, 
chiclc-lit novels, including 
Four Blondes (2001), Trad¬ 
ing Up (2003), Lipstick Jun¬ 
gle (2005), which was also 
adapted into a TV series, 
and One Fifth Avenue 
(2008). 

In 2002, at the age of 43, 
Bushnell settled down, 
marrying Charles

pily married. 

So what has the women 
behind Carrie Bradshaw 
learned about love? “It’s 
what you bring and it’s 
your attitude,” she says.

Unlike Carrie, however, 
Bushnell reveals her 
biggest splurge wasn’t on 
shoes, clothes or jewelry.

Bushnell is already 
working on a follow up to 
Diaries. “It’s (Carrie’s) first 
summer in New York and 
gosh, I think anybody’s 
first summer in the big 
city is full of adventure,” 
she says of her next novel.

Don’t speed while Living In Your Car 


As a director on Curb Your 
Enthusiasm, David Stein¬ 
berg helped nail the 
fictional Larry David’s bull¬ 
headed sense of 
entitlement. 

Now, the Winnipeg-born 
TV veteran is applying his 
comedy touch to the self- 
serving struggles of anoth¬ 


er arrogant character — 
fallen CEO Steve Unger — 
in the HBO Canada series, 
Living In Your Car. 

“I guess rich and obnox¬ 
ious is going to be my sig¬ 
nature as a director,” a 
jovial Steinberg admits in 
a phone interview from 
his home in Los Angeles. 


“Because Larry is that 
way, certainly, and (Steve) 
is that way as well. Larry is 
much more outrageous in 
Curb than (Steve) is, but 
not really. It’s just that the 
tone is different.” 

The half-hour satire, 
which Steinberg also co-ex¬ 
ecutive produces, stars 


John Ralston as a high-fly¬ 
ing executive who loses 
everything when he’s 
caught cooking the books. 
Steve cuts a deal to get out 
of prison early, but finds 
that his wife and 15-year- 
old daughter (played by In¬ 
grid Kavelaars and Mariah 
Horner) have kicked him 
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out of the house and that 
none of his former col¬ 
leagues want anything to 
do with him. Homeless 
and desperate to regain all 
that he’s lost, Steve clings 
to the last vestige of his 
former self — his cher¬ 
ished luxury sedan. 

The series was written 
by playwright George 
F. Walker, Dani 
Romain and 
Joseph Kay 
back in the 
days of En¬ 
ron. 

“And 

then of 
course there 
was all this 
new stuff,” says 
Walker, referring to 
the subsequent fall of cor¬ 
rupt investment advisor 
Bernie Madoff. “Which 
means it could be about 
anyone. But the thing that 
they all had in common, 
the guy we had in mind, 
was that they were charm¬ 
ing. They believed what 
they were doing was good, 
they believed in trickle- 
down economics. Any¬ 
thing that was good for 
them was good for every¬ 
one and that this was just a 
little blip on their recovery 
road to success and even 
greater success. That belief 
in themselves, and that 
kind of childlike inno¬ 
cence mixed with a kind of 
almost devil-may-care fool¬ 
ishness is sort of what we 
came up with.” 

Walker, whose previous 


acclaimed series include 
HBO Canada’s The Line 
and CBC-TV’s This is Won¬ 
derland, says Steve’s 
earnest optimism is what 
makes the disgraced exec 
worth cheering for, and 
laughing at, despite his 
many faults. 

Ralston says the show’s 
quick pace helps to height¬ 
en the comedy as 
well. He notes that 
rapid-fire dia¬ 
logue zips be¬ 
tween charac¬ 
ters who clip 
each others 
words, finish 
each other’s 
thoughts. 

“The stakes are so 
high so the delivery is 
fairly quick,” says Ralston, 
who just finished a TV 
movie of his other series, 
the Family Channel show 
Life With Derek. “This is a 
really jam-packed show. 
(It’s) one of the wonderful 
thing about cable these 
days and this whole idea of 
that half-hour format, 
which is a true 30-minute 
half hour. I think we’re 
just about three or so 
scenes short of a one-hour 
network show.” 

“Our scripts are like 40 
some-odd pages. That’s 
long, that’s many more 
pages (than usual), but 
when we started doing this 
people would go, ‘Oh, 
that’s so long.’ We’d actual¬ 
ly go, ‘That’s old TV. This 
stuff moves.’”

1 tsp black pepper 
1 tsp ground allspice

2 tbsp Dijon mustard 

2 tsp dark brown sugar 
1 lb skinless, boneless

1 tbsp olive oil 

2 cups pineapple chunks
